Since the dawn of 
the Twentieth Century, and particuarly since the commence- 
ment of the Great War, babies have been coming in fewer 
quantities. 

The excess of births over deaths in Europe in 1923 was 3,- 
500,000.) In 19338, ten years later, the excess was down to 
2,500,000. 

Cupid has been remiss in his duties, too, for the marriage 
rate has shown a decline each year from 1929 until 1932. In 
1933 an increase was registered. 

The Japanese and Russians seem to be leading the world in 
respct to increases in the birthrate. The nations of the west- 
ern world show the greatest losses. 

A large natural increase in population is a sign of vigor and 
potency in a nation. Western nations seem to have reached 
a slowing down period which may possibly be permanent. 


PLENTY AMIDST POVERTY 


Plenty in the midst of poverty. 

How often has that phrase been repeated during the past 
four years! 

The speaker makes the statement, the audience nods. its 
head, and there the matter rests. 

Very few attempts are made to analyze the reason for the 
paradoxical situation. Usually the blame is placed upon ‘the 
system.” 

The Canadian farmer has lots of wheat, hogs, oattle, butter, 
eggs and suv on. He wants to exchange these for clothing, 
shoes, furniture, machinery, books, education for his children, 
etc. But he can’t get enough money for his products to buy 
the things he wants . 

If all farm production in Canada was consumed by Canad- 
ians the proper price relationship could be more readily arrived 
at. But that situation does not prevail. Overseas nations have 
to buy the Canadian surplus in order to give our farmers the 
money to buy their wants. 

Overseas countries will only pay world prices for what they 
buy and the world market is the most fiercely competitive of 
all. So our Canadian farmers have to go without things, of 
which there is a plenty, because he can’t get enough money 
from his production to buy. 

So we have plenty and poverty side by side. 


AUTUMN TIME 


The unkind frosts of late September prevented the trees 
from going through their usual autumnal color processing. 

The Frost King struck when the leaves were wearing their 
summer dress of green. Instead of permitting them to blend 
slowly into the more sober browns and duns of autumn, the 
Weatherman withered them quickly and harshly. 

The prairie is grey-brown and sear, the nutritious buttalo 
grass, skimpy in growth from a dry season, curling closely to 
the vast earth’s breast. 

The shorn grain fields look vacantly into the October skies.

The great 
Canada grey geese trace their faint phalanges on a far sky.
